Kau Willock, a niece, and Mrs. Colonel 
Charles Hoyt, whose husband was a 
cousin of Senator Sherman. 
They and 
others present read the dispatch stating 
that the senator was still alive w ith 
tremulous joy. 
The reading of the glad message had 
scarcely been concluded by those present 
than Mrs.

daughter of Senator and Mrs. Sherman, 
burst into the room accompanied by the 
daughter of General Miles. 
They had 
received the news through a telephone 
message while at General Miles’ house 
and had hurried over to im part it to the 
rest of the fam ily.

Major (h iK ial Joe Wheeler has w rit­ 
ten a new rejnjit of the caujpaign of 
Santiago, which includes the battle of 
Ban Juan Hill and the negotiations i 
which resulted in the surrender of the 
Spanish army, at the direct request of 
President McKinley and Secretary A l­ 
ger, who found that all the reports they 
have from different sources are crude 
and imperfect in that they do not treat 
of a1] the historical events of that cam­ 
paign in sequence 
General Wheeler in his report to the ' 
war depaitment incorporated a letter 
received by him March 14 from Colonel I 
J. H. Dorst. now in Cuba 
He was ad- j 
mutant general of the cavalry division 
during the Cuban campaign and was j 
brevetted for gallantry at San Juan 
In it Colonel Dorst says 
“ I have today received your letter of 1 
Fob. 27, calling my attention to the I 
following statement which refers to ‘ 
yourself and the San Juan tight: 
“ 4At the same moment an aid rode 
up to General Wheeler and said, “ Gen­ 
eral Wheeler, we have taken the San 
Juan blockhouse, and it is now possible 
for you to go up to the front. ” * 
“ When the charge at San Juan was 
ordered. I happened to be with General 
Wood. At bis request I went to Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt and gave him the orders 
for the charge. I then rejoined General 
Wood and remained with him during 
the aseanlt and until after the hill was 
taken. I then left him to look for Gen­ 
eral Sumner, and while doing so found 
yon, with some of your staff, on the 
main road at a point about JOO yards 
from the foot of the hill. 
“ When I joined you, you were dic­ 
tating ordeis while exposed to an artil­ 
lery and dropping musketry tire from 
our front and to the fire of sharpshoot­ 
ers in the trees in our rear. 
“ At the instance of some of your 
staff officers you soon moved forward to 
get more under the cover of the hill 
and away from this dangerous locality 
You halted again at a point about IOO 
yards from the foot of the hill. 
In a 
very few minutes a large projectile 
from one of the Spanish muzzle loading 
rifle gnus buried itself in the road only 
a few feet away 
Your staff officers 
then consulted among themselves and 
decided that von were exposing yourself 
unnecessarily, and upon their represen­ 
tation and urgent request you moved 
forward again and shipped at the foot 
of the hill at the spot where your head­ 
quarters were established from that 
tim e until the surrender of Santiago. 
“ As to the implication that you re­ 
mained at the rear until it was safe to 
go forward, the last time I saw you be­ 
fore the charge was at the place since 
known as the ‘bloody ford' and proba­ 
bly not 20 yards from the balloon, then 
resting on the tree tops and against 
which a hot Are was directed by the 
Spaniards. 
You may remember that 
you advised me to dismount and get 
under the bank of the river in order to 
be under cover and that I called your 
attention to the fact that it would be 
useless, as we were entiladed by a fire 
coming up the stream from our left 
This was later confirmed by the casual­ 
ties to the troops who had been placed 
in the bed of the stream to screen them 
from the tire. 
“ Every one who was at Santiago on 
the 1st, 2d aud 3d of July knows that 
the most dangerous part of the field 
from both musketry and artillery fire 
was on the main road, where I found 
you. between the foot of the hill and 
t h e ‘bloody ford .'” —New York Jour­ 
nal.
